heavy loss of life. 


The captain, James Cook, brought 


here with 430 other survivors of the 
first submarine disaster of tch war, 
said that immorlit'tely after the tor- 
pedo was fired the submarine rose to 
the surface and shelled the Athenia.

WASHINGTON—It was mostly the 


.submarine that got the United States 
into the last European war. Whether 
there will be unrestricted submarine 
warfare on neutral eorn'mcrcc in the 
new war is anybody's guess; if there 
is, everybody involved is likely to find 
that the picture is a good deal differ- 
ent than it was before. 


While the sub is a belter fighting 


machine than it was in 1917, methods 
of combatting it have improved, too. 
Experts in the Navy Department here 
believe that, if Germany seeks to put 
a submarine blockade around England 
today, the job will be a good deal 
tougher than it was the last time. 


The convoy system is the best 


method yet found to break up sub- 
narinc attacks on merchant shipping. 
The British will unquestionably es- 
tablished at one. 


And, it is suggested here that the 


convoy's effectiveness would be great- 
ly increased by putting at least one 
aircraft-carrying cruiser in every con- 
c-scort. As a spotter of lurking sub- 
marines, the airplane would be of 
great value, subs thus spotted could be 
run down and sunk by destroyers, nad 
the convoy could proceed unhartried. 


German Fleet Not So Strong 


Another factor, as naval men here 


see it, is that Germany does not have 
the battle fleet it had before. In the 
World War, the German fleet accom- 
plished little positively, but it did 
immobilize the greater part of the 
British fleet. 


Today a smaller porportion of Brit- 


ain's navy will be needed to watch 
the German battle fleet. The rest can 
strengthen the convoy system, hunt 
down roving submarines or other com- 
merce destroyers, and patrol shipping 
lanes. 


On the other side of the picture

British Bomb Germans 


LONDON, Eng.-iVPj-Great Britain 


countered the sinking of the passenger 
liner Athenia—which she charged ti 
a German torpedo—by bombing two 
German battleships at the entrance of 
the Kiel canal in North Germany late 
Monday. 


A ministry of Information statement 


reported that the German ships, off 
Wilhelmshafen and at Brunsbuttel in 
Schleswig-Holstein, 
were 
damaged 


severly. 
It added that the British 


Royal Air Force units which carried 
out the operation suffered "some cas- 
ualties" from aircraft attack and anti- 
aircraft gunfire. 


It was the first report of actual 


fighting between British and German 
forces. 


Reuter, British news agency, quoted

As far as the American navy is con- 


cerned, the state of prepardness today 
is considered—relatively—slightly less 
satisfactory than it was in 1917. 


This does not 
to personnel. 


nor to the quality of equipment. In 
both of those fields, the navy is as 
well prepared as any—if not a little 
better. But navy men point out that 
;i much 
i>'m'aller proportion 
of 
the 


nation's total strength today is com- 
posed of capital ships than was the 
ease when the last war began. 


Today -lho United Stales fleet com- 


prises about 350 ships which the navy 
is willing to classify as "fighters;" the 
navy lias about 200 others, but they'd 
be useless in any actual combat. 


Twenty-five years ago tiie navy 


had only 165 fighting ships—but it had 
twice as many battleships as it has 
today. It had 30 then; it has 15 today— 
und one of the 15 is too old for active 


The other side of that, of course, is 


the fact that no other fleet has as many 
battleships now as it had in the last 
war. Great Britain for instance, has 
18 dreadnoughts now as compared 
with GO in 1917; Germany has seven, 
as compared with 33. 


Nevertheless, the navy feels that 


destroyers and cruisers—both of which 
types the nation possesses in greater 
numbers than 
in 1917—reach 
their 


highest degree of usefulness 
only 


when they are combined with battle- 
ships in naval operations. Further- 
more, in the last war, the American 
navy was able to concentrate practi- 
cally all of its strength in the Atlantic 
today—unless the picture changes rad- 
ically—that probably would not be the 
case. 


Protection Job Is Biff One

The largest moonshine whiskey still 


captured in Hempstead county in re- 
cent years was seized about 11 o'clock 
Monday night nine miles south of Co- 
lumbus by Sheriff C. E. Baker, Deputy 
Tom Middlebrooks and Chief of! Po- 
lice Sweeney Copeland. 


The still was B 14-barrel outfit, com- 


pletely made of iron with the excep- 
tion of the copper worm. The furnace 
was fired and the still would have 
| been in operation within a short time-
